Midwifery supporters call for action 


to pay for their own midwives. She's 
one of several mothers that are fill- 
ing out mock invoices that will be 
presented to the Alberta Legislature 
during a rally planned for May 5.

Increased numbers 
of home births could also free up 
much needed hospital space.

SOMEBODY’S 
WATCHING ME... 

There was a wacky legal case a 
few years back, in which Barbra 
Streisand sued a nonprofit group 
called the California Coastal Records 
Project for invading her privacy with 
something very similar to Google 
satellite maps. The group had taken 
thousands of photographs of the 
California coastline from the air for 
historical preservation, and one of 
the pictures happened to contain a 
shot of Streisand’s groovy beach 
palace. A judge rejected her suit 
because the tiny modicum of priva- 
cy she lost was not worth suppress- 
ing a worthy public project with 
such obvious educational and 
archival purposes. If you look at the 
Picture in question (www.california- 
coastline.org/streisand/lawsuit.htm 
1), you'll see it was much more 
detailed than the Google satellite 
images and yet reveals almost noth- 
ing. 

What annoys committed privacy 
advocates about the Google satellite 
fracas is that it distracts from the far 
more dangerous ways in which our 
Privacy is being invaded with new 
technologies. Most cell phones on 
the market today have global posi- 
tioning systems in them that allow 
you to be tracked anywhere as long 
as your cell phone is on. Radio fre- 
quency ID tags, a few millimeters 
actoss, are sewn into your clothing 
and passport and library books. 
These can also be used to track 
where you're going every time you 
pass an RFID reader. Don’t even get 
me started on hidden Web cams in 
public places. 

The problem is that these tracking 
technologies are invisible and com- 
plicated. So while all these people 
are wringing their hands over how 
simple it is for strangers to discover 
the color of their roof on Google, we 
forget that we can already be tracked 
everywhere we go using cell phones 
and the RFID chips in Wal-Mart 
backpacks. And unlike Google satel- 
lite maps, there’s no transparency 
with these tracking systems. You 
can’t watch the watchers. So while I 
mourn poor Streisand’s loss of pri- 
vacy, it could be a lot worse. In fact, 
it already is.

Has anyone reacted badly to being 
lampooned in the movie?

Unfolding the hidden emotional life of Henry Darger 


But you can’t help wondering if 
Darger’s work wouldn't have subject- 
ed him to the same sorts of torments 
that arguably fertilized his imagina- 
tion, had it been better known. After 
losing his mother at birth and his 
father at age eight, Darger was sent to 
a reformatory, then a mental institu- 
tion, from which he finally escaped in 
his teens and commenced a life of 
menial servitude as a janitor in 
Catholic hospitals. Perhaps if some- 
one had seen his paintings of naked 
prepubescent girls with penises run- 


ning in terror from soldiers with bay- 
onets, he would have found himself 
forcibly confined again. His work, 
which he never showed to anyone, 
was far from self-explanatory. 

But this is the great strength of Jes- 
sica Yu's In the Realms of the Unreal, 
which takes its name from Darger’s 
novel. While she’s interested in open- 
ing out the mystery of Darger’s work, 
exposing its multiple layers and 
drawing parallels between the artist's 
meagre existence and its fantastical 
transformation in his art, Yu doesn’t 
seem to want to analyze the work or 
the virtually friendless, reclusive little 
man who made it. 

First and foremost, Yu wants to 
show you the work and, as she sur- 
veys what she can piece together of 
Darger's early life, present some of 
the influences that were all the train- 
ing he ever had. Images from turn- 
of-the-century storybooks and maga- 
zine ads sprout butterfly wings and 

ises as Darger recasts them as sol- 
diers in the war against the forces of 
repression. In addition to the usual 
documentary techniques of inter- 
view and recreation, Yu had a team 
of animators add motion to some of 
Darger’s hallucinatory butcher-paper 
masterworks. Some critics have 
decried this approach as tampering 
with Darger’s medium and intent, 
but as the artist probably never 
intended anyone to see his work, just 
showing it could be considered tam- 
pering, Besides, the herky-jerky 
movement added to the paintings 
seems of a piece with Darger’s ad 
hoc skills.

THE HITCHHIKER’S GUIDE TO THE

WELL! HERE’S A CRUSADES PICTURE 
for the times... provided you have a 
taste for director Ridley Scott’s Boy’s 
Own Paper romanticism, W hat with 
all those manly men crashing around 
on horses, saying important things 
importantly. Sure, your crusading is 
serious business, but must every 
utterance ponderously drop a 
weighty dollop of sage counsel, grave 
warning, or affirmation of principle? 
If you're dropping the mood bomb, 
mind, who better to line it up than 
dark-eyed font of perpetually mellow 
indignation Orlando Bloom, playing 
Balian the blacksmith. (After this gig 
and Pirates of the Caribbean, Orlando 
should be able knock off a fine 
wrought-iron fence.) But Balian isn’t 
merely a blacksmith: he’s also the bas- 
tard son of the French knight Godfrey 
of Ibelin (Liam Neeson), who has 
himself just come back from doing the 
Lord’s work to patch things up and 
invite Balian to come protect the Holy 
Land. Balian, recently de-familied, 
currently devastated, and hoping to 
redeem his wife’s soul, saddles up. 
Welcome to the late 12th Century 
and the relatively happy period 
between Crusade II and Crusade II. 


King Baldwin IV, a silver-masked 
leper and the ruler of Jerusalem, has 
fostered a spirit of semi-peaceful co- 
existence between Christians and 
Muslims. Well! The Knights Templar 
are having none of that. In Kingdom of 
Heaven, the KTs come off a right 
bunch of pricks, to put it non-scTip- 
turally, who like nothing better than 
to provoke a fight with Johnny Mus- 
lim and show him what's what while 
raising a little capital above and 
beyond vow-of-poverty levels. 
Sounds like the neatly harmonized 
economic program and foreign policy 
ofa certain sitting American presi- 
dent, doesn’t it? 

Its hard not to think of Laura’s hus- 
band when you're watching Kingdom 
of Heaven, because Scott is so pointed- 
ly (and repeatedly) calling down the 
philosophical heirs of the Knights 
Templar in the so-called Christian 
Right, ass-kickers fora celestial King- 
dom of Heaven who ignore the possi- 
bility that God expects us to create a 
harmonious Kingdom of Heaven 
here on earth.

MY ONE AND ONLY 

By Ken Cameron, Workshop West Theatre.

SOMEWHERE BETWEEN CHILDHOOD 
and adulthood, time unspools, stut- 
ters and halts as unravished inno- 
cence looks human experience in the 
eye for the first time. In most 
instances, that moment is the first 
sexual encounter—a moment that is 
hopefully full of beauty, but often- 
times happens in an offhand manner 
or, worst of all, hurtfully and 
unhealthily. That moment, with all 











its attendant tremulousness, excite- 
ment, and wonder forms the heart of 
Ken Cameron‘s My One and Only. 
The play’s backdrop is enviably 
lush—set in Banff during the sum- 
mer of 1952, the Rockies stand sen- 
tinel over Scout, a 15-year old boy 
who encounters Marilyn Monroe. 
Monroe is there to shoot River of No 
Return, and the girl-woman, ina fit of 
exuberance, asks Scout if she can bor- 
row his bicycle. Out of thatchance 
encounter, a May to September rela- 
tionship springs, initiating the boy 
into the world of adult sensation 
without doing much to send him 
along the road to emotional stability. 
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Because, as is revealed, Scout can 
never get over those moments as 
Marilyn Monroe's lover. 

What drives the play is Scout's 
remembrance of things past as he’s 
stopped in Los Angeles in 1963 for 
speeding. As he’s questioned by a 
gruff no-nonsense cop, ime and his 
memory accelerate into hyperdrive 
as the events of that fateful summer 
of loss and love come flooding over 
him 

Cameron's script, through its non- 
linear disjointedness, constructs a 
compelling portrait of a person hang- 
ing somewhere in time, caught like 
an insect in amber, unable to move 
forward, or erase the past in order to 
move on. It’s a painful portrait of 
psychic damage—for before Marilyn 
ever shimmers onto his horizon 
Scout is beset by the double stan- 
dards of a world where women are 
at best expendable and at worst 
viewed as whores. It’s a world where 
the need to touch is dirty and yet 
Maturity can take advantage of Inno- 
cence’s vulnerability with complete 
moral justification 

In an odd way, the figure of Mari- 
lyn Monroe, in this instance, isa 
metaphor for that situation. Interest- 
ingly, and tragically, her relationship 
with Scout mirrors that of his rela- 
tionship with his mother: a definite 
incestuous note runs through the 
play and leads the audience to ask if 
Marilyn actually exist in this context, 
or is it an imaginary relationship, a 
way for Scout to cope with his reali- 
ty? That question is not satisfactorily 
addressed either by the script or pro- 
duction, most likely because it’s a 
thread that needs to be dropped or 
woven into the text more effectively 

ina further rewrite. 

The river of emotions explored in 
Ron Jenkins‘s production is turbulent 
and disturbing territory. Tragedy 
washes over the onlooker. Jenkins’s 
direction balances his trademark “in 
your face” emotional high stakes 
with a sense of lyricism contrasted 
with hollow despair. Designer Narda 
McCarroll’s set does away with the 
Westbury’s usual proscenium setup 
and opts instead for a playing space 
set between two banks of bleachers. 
What results is a narrow playing 
space with a mountainous platform 
at one end and Scout's house at the 
other. Between the two is a neutral 
area. Jenkins effectively uses the 
design to delineate different 
time/space dimensions and states of 
being for his protagonist. The result 
lends the tricky sequence of events a 
certain amount of fluidity and makes 
for an engrossing 90 minutes. 

The cast is well matched with 
Glenn Nelson injecting some gruff 
hilarity into his work as the cop, and 
Annette Loiselle’s broken vulnerabil- 
ity as Scout’s mother, waiting for her 
one and only to return. April Bani- 
gan, despite a tremulous beginning, 
does find the warmer, tragic notes in 
Marilyn. What will most likely 
become more burnished as the run 
continues are the transitions between 
Monroe and Norma Jean. It is a love- 
ly performance. 

However, the evening really 
belongs to Chris Fassbender. If it is 
possible to describe a man as lumi- 
nous, he is. The emotional honesty 
he brings to the stage is unflinching. 
Watching him unravel over the 
course of his story becomes a horren- 
dous and yet i ly human 
experience. Over all, My One and 
Only is darkly disturbing theatre, an 

experience which I am not afraid to

“Rave” Ogilvie, an outfit quickly 
assembled when Rave was 
approached about doing an album 
of his own.

While the speed by which Jaka- 
lope came to be may only be 
matched by the outfit’s rate of suc- 
cess, its background is a tad more 
complicated—starting with a bunch 
of unfinished songs Rave had laying, 
about from years of writing and 
recording. Feeling that this new pro- 
ject required a vocalist with a voice 
one wouldn't usually expect from 
the type of music Rave’s known for 
composing, he approached acquain- 
tance Katie Biever, an assistant man- 
ager at Vancouver's Warehouse Stu- 
dios.

The two discs were recorded in separate 
sessions in New York’s LoHo Studios, but 
that’s a weak excuse for releasing them in 
this fashion. Cold Roses would have been bet- 
ter served as one CD with the lesser tracks 
cut. 

And sorry to be such a goddamn girl, but 
putting out a Ryan Adams album without a 
photo of Ryan Adams is akin to publishing the 
Sports Illustrated Swimsuit Issue and omit- 
ting the supermodels.

Portugese take-out prime for your next picnic 


PICNIC TO PORTUGAL 
Joining forces with my favourite 
Portuguese couple, I schemed a Por- 

tuguese picnic that might transport 
me back to the sun-dappled shores of 
Nazaré, if only for a moment. 

For starters, we would try their ris- 
sois de camariio ($8.50 per dozen), fol- 
lowed by the bifanas ($3), then move 
onto entrees with an order of bacalhau 
@ bras ($12) and frango churrasco ($9). 
To ensure our picnic was ready in 
good time, my friend called in the 
afternoon and placed the order for 
6:30 p.m. Bigger menu items take a 
couple of days’ notice. 

We realized that we had a lot of 
food, especially when you added on 
the dessert, molotofe ($1.50 a piece). 
Back at the pad, with some fado on 
the stereo and a bottle of Perequita— 
a hearty and inexpensive Portuguese 
red—on the table, we unwrapped 
our feast. 

Rissois de camarao are fried puffs 
with a creamy, shrimp-redolent fill- 
ing, My friend confessed to not usu- 
ally liking them, but she conceded 
that Euro-Canadian’s were appetiz- 
ingly ungreasy and filled with the 
Tight consistency of goop. Bifanas 
couldn't be more straightforward—a 
crusty bun stuffed with lean slices of 
seasoned pork. Pretty much no way 
to get that wrong, certainly not at $3 
a toss. Already the thrum of the vast 
Atlantic was crashing on the shores 
of my memory. 











black olives. Bacalhau dishes are, 
however, labour-intensive, as the 
dried fish has to be soaked for a day 
or two and pulled apart by hand to 
extract the bones. Luckily, Euro- 
Canadian was willing to do all this 
work for us, turning out a tasty ver- 
sion in the bargain, avoiding oiliness 
and going easier on the eggs than 
I’m used to, so that the potatoes and 
chunks of reconstituted cod carried 
the dish. And man, was there ever a 
lot of it, even for three hungry peo- 
ple. 

At last, we tore into the frango 
churrasco—barbecued chicken. Flat- 
tened for grilling, the result was all | 
had hoped. Even without piri-piri, 
the seasoning was tangy and tooth- 
some, the chicken itself was fall- 
apart tender and there was plenty to 
go around. 

Finally came the molotofe, a dessert 
so light I had a hard time picking it 
up because my fork would pass 
right through it. Molotofe looks like 
sponge toffee and even tastes a little 
like it, but its consistency is that of 
clouds, evaporating in a pointed 
sweetness on the tongue. Really 
good with coffee and, once again, 
too inexpensive not to try. 

All three of sat back, sated, and 
looked at the all the food we still had 
before us, including an extra piece of 
molotofe that was throw in for free.
